None of the women who take 


advantage of the fitness pro- 
gram are 'do nothing' types 
All have homes and families: 
some have careers. But none

They get this, 


plus the bonus of a good time,

stretching 
their

schedules to include this ex- 
tra activity.

MENASHA—For some a cane 


is a crutch—only a piece of 
wood with a curved handle to 
aid in walking. But for John 
Backes a cane is a gnarled tree 
root to be worked into a polish- 
ed walking stick. 


The 69-year-old former Mena- 


sha postmaster, who lives at 100 
Tayco St., has been collecting 
"tree roots" since about 1952 
and making them into canes. 
At present he has about 50 
canes and has given away about 
another 25. 


Right now part of his collec- 


tion is on display in the chil- 
dren's room of the Elisha D 
Smith Public Library in Mena- 
sha. 


•'It is just a hobby," Backes 


says, "I retired four years ago 
but it is not boring if you have 
a hobby." 


Started With Gift 


He got started on the hobby 


by a friend, Louis Stark, Chil- 
ton, when they were on a trip 
out east and he was given a 
cane from the Smokey Moun- 
tains. 


Some of the canes are from 


oak and sumac roots and a few 
from other types of woods, but 
the majority are Maple. Some 
of his favorites are from out 
west, where he found one in a 
brush pile and another in a 
river in Glacier National Park. 


In making some he skins the 


entire cane, both handle and 
staff; in other instances, he only 
skins the handle. He then sands 
the cane to shape the head. 
Some canes he stains; others 
he leaves their natural color. 


When finished, the cane heads 


take on individualistic person- 
alities, some having the appear- 
ance of a snake and others re- 
sembling a dog's head. 


Backes spent 34 years with 


the Menasha post office, and 
was postmaster from 1954 un- 
til his retirement in 1960. He 
joined the post office as a sub- 
stitute carrier in 1926 and work- 
ed his way up to superintendent 
of mails before his appointmenl 
as postmaster 
by 
President 


Eisenhower. 


His job with the post office led 


him into another natural hobby 
—collecting stamps. He has a 
complete collection of commem- 
orative issues since 1926.

MENASHA — A Latin flavor has been added to 


the curriculum of Winnebago Day School here since 
Spanish became a part of the curriculum five years 
ago. Each boy and girl has one hour of Spanish each 
week, with half-hour lessons given each Tuesday 
morning and Thursday afternoon by Miss Jan Van 
Heurck, a junior at Lawrence University. 


A student of languages, Miss Van Heurck speaks 


fluent Spanish, French and German and she is now 
taking Hindi with a tutor. It is likely that languages 
will be her major, although she hesitatingly favors 
Medieval History. 


"I believe that the international barriers which 


are disappearing so rapidly have left us Americans 
fully aware of our bilingual handicaps for the first 
time," she declared recently. 


"On the Continent, for example, and in some of 


the Asiatic countries, particularly India, English is 
taught beginning in the first grade of school. Our 
limitations in this regard are legend. Most students 
from abroad can speak in a minimum of two 
language^, many, of thejn Jh.re£ and four and^here.in.. 


America our almost complete concentration has been 
on English.

"As the need grows more acute we are falling 


further behind. Beside the areas of diplomatic under- 
standing and commerce which would be greatly facili- 
tated if we could communicate in other tongues. Peo- 
ple miss a great deal of enjoyment and knowledge 
when they are unable to read another country's liter- 
ature and contemporary history in the original 
tongue," she added. 


"In some parts of the world speaking more than 


one tongue is very basic to the nation's staying to- 
gether. India for example has 15 major languages 
and more than 200 dialects—today all school children 
are taught English. The continent of Africa illustrates 
a point, also. Swahili is the native tongue in most 
tribes; in the north Arabic is spoken; in other parts 
French, Belgian and Dutch are spoken. 
However, 


most people have learned and are learning English. 
I believe it is generally agreed that English has pre- 
empted French as the diplomatic language." 


Since it began, the over-all plan for teaching 


Spanish at Winnebago Day School has been to follow 
the audio-visual approach. The first and second-grade 
children play games, sing songs, identify animals and 
real a little after they have acquired a Spanish vocab- 
ulary. They are able to use very simple sentences by 
the end of their first year, and answer basic questions 
like "What is your name?" "How old are you?" "How 
many are there in your family?" 


They also learn to use the basic numbers from 


one through 20 in Spanish. 


Third and fourth-graders learn to write some 


Spanish. They read from their Spanish texts and 
answer commands from the instructor which are given 
in Spanish. Flash cards are one of their favorite tools 
and they readily identify a picture of a tree as "el 
arbol," or of a pencil with "el lapiz." When the 
teacher points to a table the ready response is "la 
mesa" and if she points to her eyes "los ojos" is the 
immediate identification.

Menasha Adopts 


'New Math in 


Its Curriculum

MENASHA—When the Russians launched Sputnik 


I on Oct. 4, 1957, the 184-pound satelite orbiting the 
earth every 90 minutes lighted an educational fuse 
which brought about re-evaluation of the sciences, par- 
ticularly mathematics, the discipline upon which so 
many other sciences depend. 


The Menasha Public Schools were no exception al- 


though the approach this system took in reappraising 
its curricula appears to have been calmer than the 
controversy and confusion which sent most of the edu- 
cational world spinning. 


There appears to be considerable disagreement 


among the nation's educators as to what is new about 
the new mathematics. The sources of argument are 
contained in three general areas: the problem of 
semantics, since words in mathematics have come 
to have widely divergent meaning; an honest differ- 
ence of opinion as to what the content of the "new" 
mathematics should be, and the failure to give the 
"new" mathematics its proper perspective. 


When the layman thinks of "new" mathematics, 


his first impulse is to presume that the mathematics 
being taught today has just been discovered—and 
nothing Is farther from the truth. What is "new" 
about the present mathematics is the emphasis be- 
ing given to topics not previously treated at certain 
grade levels. For example, children are learning about 
sets today as early as in the first grade—group theory, 
or the notion of a set, was not mentioned previously 
before junior year in college, and it is now being 
introduced in high school. 


Major Distinctions 


Allen F. Strehler, associate professor of mathe- 


matics at Carnegie Institute of Technology, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. explains: 


"There are five major distinctions from the tradi- 


tional mathematics which was taught almost every- 
where until five years ago and the 'new' math, and 
all are characterized by the emphasis and selectivity 
of the topics. First, it eliminates those topics that are 
relatively unimportant; secondly, it integrates those

topics that are important; it Introduces recent and 
important developments in mathematics; it empha- 
sizes the structure of mathematics, rather than iso- 
lated topics and, lastly, It introduces subject matter to 
students earlier than was previously thought possi- 
ble." 


In the Menasha Public Schools curriculum guides 


were drawn up in 1960. Raymond Felt, principal ot 
Banta School, and Miss Dorothy Sorensen, fifth grade 
teacher at Nicolet School, were co-chairmen of an 
elementary grades committee which spent two years 
developing over-all objectives and content of the grade 
level mathematics program. 


Guide Formulated 


Mrs. Helen Hess, kindergarten teacher at Clovis- 


Grove School; Mrs. Marion Minton, first grade teacher 
at Jefferson School; Miss Laura Hass, second grade 
teacher at CIovis-Grove School; Mrs. Audrey Kleman, 
third grade teacher at Banta School; Mrs. Kathleen 
Pucci. fourth grade teacher at Clovis-Grove School; 
Miss Sorensen and Mrs. Blanche Gutzke, sixth grade 
teacher at Banta School, chaired their grade level sec- 
tions. They met with all teachers on the specific grade 
level and formulated the guide for that particular 
grade. 


For an over-all picture of kindergarten through 


grade 12 they met with Miss Marymargaret Sauer, 
mathematics teacher at Butte des Morts Junior High 
School, and John Long, mathematics department head 
at Menasha High School. These guides will be revised 
as the need arises. 


"Discovery is the core of modern math," Feit ob- 


served. "Mathematics remains the same and when 
we say 'new' or 'modern' math we do not mean a 
'new' mathematics—it is a new approach. We hear 
about commutative law, associate law and distributive 
law more today—they have always existed and many 
teachers taught them, but now they are being stressed. 
These principles are being brought out in the primary 
grades, and when a boy or girl reaches junior high 
school, the algebra equation is not another 'language.' 


"The thing we try to do today is help the child 


develop understanding in mathematics rather than a 


bag of tricks, and the major goals in elementary 
mathematics here are: 1. To develop the child's ability 
to think in quantitive situations; 2. To develop as high 
a level of skill in computation as is realistic in con- 
sideration of each child's potential; '3. To recognize 
those situations in daily living which require mathe- 
matical solutions and the appropriate techniques for 
solving them, and 4. To develop an understanding of 
our numeration system and to recognize the value of 
the base 10 in concept development as children work 
with processes. 


"These are now a part of our program and we 


are working toward the realization of two more im- 
portant goals: 1. To help each child understand the 
structure of mathematics, its laws and principles, its 
sequence and order, and the way in which mathe- 
matics as a system expands to meet new needs and 2. 
To help each child prepare for the next steps in 
mathematical learning which are appropriate for him 
in terms of his potential and his luture educational 
requirements." 


Emphasis Changed 


The emphasis changed first in Menasha at the 


high school level in algebra and geometry; the junior 
high school curriculum was second, and the elemen- 
tary level was last Just this year, the first and sec- 
ond grades are trying out new textbooks. The third, 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades are currently using 
materials and evaluating them. Texts will be selected 
for three four grades by September, 1965. 


This semester all elementary teachers are taking 


instruction from Ray Smelter, professor of mathe- 
matics at Wisconsin State University-Oshkosh, and 
consideration is being given to provide some prepara- 
tion sessions for interested parents. 


Feit feels that the children show greater enthu- 


siasm than they ever have before. There is a wealth 
of supplementary materials for use with teaching the 
"new" approach. Teachers welcome the "shaping up" 
the challenge presents and interest has been stimu-

Use of experimenta- 
tion; 5. The meaning of a mathematical proof. 


"It is hoped that more students will learn to en- 


joy mathematics and be more successful through this 
approach," he concludes. "The first bits of research 
on a national scale indicate some success in this re- 
spect. Time will tell. One must consider the fact that 
the general body of knowledge has been doubled in 
the past 60 years and will be doubled again by about 
1970. This is a hint of the magnitude of the need for 
a change." 


John Lang at Menasha High School observed, 


"There are still conclusions to be drawn about the 
adequacy of the present national curriculum trends. 
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We must constantly keep in mind that we are teach- 
ing students in the '60s who will live and be produc- 
tive into the 21st century. What will best prepare 
them for what is to come? We do not know what the 
demands are going to be and the important thing is 
meeting the needs as fully as we possibly can. The 
time element has dictated all research be initiated at 
the higher levels of learning and in a comparatively 
short time we have been able to increase the scope 
and application to include our primary children. We 
are teaching more sophisticated math students today 
than we were six years ago." 


Supt. M. J. Gegan says, "An intensive study has 


resulted in a full plan which we today find adequate. 
Developments will be watched closely, examined care- 
fully and implemented as we go along."

Telephone Proves Useful 
In Homebound Instruction

Most students go to classes. But for three Appleton 


young people, the classes come to them. 


These are the pupils receiving homebound instruc- 


tion via the "teachaphone," or school-by-telephone 
system. 


Homebound instruction is provided to youngsters 


who, 
because of accident, recent surgery or illness, 


will be unable to attend school for 30 days or longer. 
Most, including all elementary pupils, are tutored by 
homebound teachers for three hours each week. 


But for junior and senior high school students, the 


telephonic system is proving to be an effective means 
of continuing their instruction, and one that is stimu- 
lating to homebound student, teacher and class alike. 


Three Appleton students are using school-to-home 


telephone hook-ups this fall. They are Noreen Nysse, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Willard Nysse, route 4, Ap- 
pleton, a Madison Junior High School ninth grader; 
Helen Lee, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Everett Lee! 
1610 N. Nicholas St., a seventh grader at Wilson 
Junior High School, and Carol Zimmerman, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Wilmer Zimmerman, 2306 N. Mason 
St., an Appleton High School sophomore. 


1964 Technology 


With the learn-by-phone system, the schools are 


putting 1964 technology to work to keep these stu- 
dents up-to-date in their schoolwork while they are 
unable to attend classes, said Holland Nock, director 
of special education for the Appleton public schools. 


Elementary pupils need the personalized atten- 


tion of a teacher, and the telephone system is not 
used with them, Nock said But junior and senior 
high school students cover such a wide variety and 
amount of subject matter that it can only be success- 
fully accomplished if the youngster has close contact 
with the classroom, he said For them the school-by- 
phone system generally is used. 


After parents have requested homebound instruc- 


tion, a school nurse discusses it with them and the 
family physician makes a medical recommendation. 
The school system then decides whether the student 
should have a homebound teacher or use the tele- 
phone service. Parochial school pupils enroll in the 
public schools while on homebound instruction. 


For those using the telephone hook-up, the school's 


guidance counselor works closely with the pupil's 
teacher and parents to explain the system, handle 
arrangements and made a needed adjustment. 


A receiving and transmitting unit is installed in 


the pupil's home and a similar unit in the classroom. 
The instructor teaches as usual, keeping in mind that 
the homebound student can only hear and not see 
what is being presented. This student asks and an- 
swers questions, gives reports and is assigned to com- 
mittees and special groups. While there is occasional 


difficulty in hearing other students' comments, the 
system provides a vivid awareness of what is going on 
in the classroom 


Teachers visit the student, and parents or friends 


pick up books and specral assignments for him. 


"With the telephone program the youngster re- 


enters school Irving and becomes part of a friendly 
group," Nock said. "More friends tend to stop to see 
him because they have more things to talk about" 


For instance, "Carol's table" is placed in the Ap- 


plelon High School guidance office. Teachers put ma- 
terials for Carol Zimmerman there, and friends pick 
them up to take to her. 


One of Noreen Nysse's classes made a Halloween 


jack-o-Iantern for her, with flags stuck in it signed 
by each classmate. 


Noreen's parents have high praise for the school 


system and her teachers working in this program. 
Noreen, who had her second spinal operation last sum- 
mer, had a homebound teacher for part of last year, 
but the telephone service is "better because she feels 
she's not forgotten," Mrs. Nysse said. 


In addition to its advantages for the homebound 


pupils, the school-by-phone system has a stimulating 
effect in the classroom. Teachers involved in it com- 
ment on its value both for the student at home and 
the other students in the class. 


"Next to being in class, it is the most realistic 


situation a student can have," says Mrs Lona Mc- 
Brair, Noreen's English teacher at Madison It means 
extra time for the teacher, but is well worth it, she 
added. 


Sense of Awareness 


"This develops a sense of awareness of handicaps 


of others which develops consideration among stu- 
dents and perhaps more cooperation " 


"The telephone causes a math teacher to describe 


most accurately the use of all mathematical symbols 
used in writing mathematical sentences. This is good 
for the members of the class, too," commented Mrs. 
Arlene Granberg, math teacher at Madison. 


"This seems to be an excellent solution for the 


Student who is physically unable to be with us and an 
interesting experience for the class and teacher," 
said Mrs. Helen Dillon, Madison social studies teacher. 


Telephonic study raises some problems in classes 


such as science, where demonstrations are used ex- 
tensively. To overcome these difficulties Madison sci- 
ence teacher Thomas LaFountain visits Noreen once 
a week to go over class work. 


Mrs. 
Roberta G. Sprowl, Madison guidance coun- 


selor, says of the telephone system, "Each teacher has 
to teach the class a little differently and talk to the 
telephone. None of them seems to mind the extra 
work at all and they seem to have a feeling of great 
satisfaction."

It was Nov. 8, 1880, and New York was experiencing its first exposure to 


Sarah Bernhardt. It was the French star's American debut, in the lead role of 
"Adrienne Lecouvreur." So who remembers the play? 


Perhaps not. But the name immediately recalls her reputation as an out- 


standing actress — one of the greatest, France would say. For it was there, in 
her native country, that she was most appreciated. 


She had a marvelous voice, a richness and clarity of speech. And she was 


known for the artistry of her movements on stage. Why not? 


Sarah Bernhardt had a great appreciation of the artistic and beautiful—aside 


from her acting craft. And she was French. Most of all she was a contemporary 
of many French greats - in painting, in sculpture, in music and literature. 


There were Degas and Manet, Monet and Renoir and Cezanne; there was 


Rodin and there were Berlioz and DeBussy . . . and Victor Hugo — just to 
mention a few. All artists of Bernhardt's time, though recognition for many 
an artist came painfully and slowly then as now. 


But, as theater goes, Bernhardt had what it took - talent, natural assets, 


dedication and stamina. In 1915, when she was 71, one of her legs was amputated. 
She continued to act — with scripts written to accommodate the handicap. 


With that kind of belief in the "play must go on," small wonder Sarah won 


for herself not only a high official honor, Chevalier of the Legion d'Honneur, 
but established a lasting reputation as an actress. Furthermore, the theater was 
her life until she died in 1923 at the age of 79, as manager of the Sarah 
Bernhardt Theater. 


In 1945, France honored her acting queen with a postage stamp noting the 


100th anniversary of her birth.

A third yachtsman, William Maclay, 409 Edgewood 


Dr., Neenah, is currently engaged in building his 
Jet 14. 


Jn order to help other yachtsmen follow in their 


nautical footsteps, Lincoln and Treinmann have pre- 
pared mimeographed sheets, detailing the project 
stage by-stage. They-hope to interest other Fox Valley 


sailors in constructing the Jet 14, so that they may 


have a class next-season on Lake Winnebago. 


Already the Jet 14 is popular on the East Coast 


and in the Shreveport, La., area, and Michigan Stale 


University has a complete fleet. 


Basic unit of the craft is a molded plywood hull 


\\hich has been decked over in this design, and rigged 


with a simple, efficient sleep rig. The resulting boat 
is very fast and seaworthy, yet easily handled fcy 
youngsters. 


The Jet 34's long underwater lines give her high 


speed for her length. Her flared bow throws down 
spray, and keeps her dry \\hile sailing in 8 choppy 
sea. Repeated tests have proved that fche is not tricky 
nor dangerous.

Notable Playwrights on Lawrence Schedule

Three delectable playwrights plucked from the theatrical vineyard of the 


past three centuries make up Lawrence University Theatre's drama vintage for 
1964-65. A first sampling is due in Stansbury Theater next Tuesday through 
Saturday, Nov. 10-14, when the student group presents Swiss playwright Max 
Frisch's contemporary drama, "Biedermaim and the Firebugs." 


Following in ordei come Hendrik Ibsen's "The Wild Duck" and John Gay's 


"The Beggar's Opera, one to be given in each of the two remaining Lawrence 
academic terms. 


The three playwrights sfand In noteworthy contrast to one another, each an 


eloquent spokesman for his own time. 


Comedy Techniques 


Frisch, the only living representative, deals with a potentially heavy sub- 


ject in his setting of "Riedermann," — or "everyman," as he might be called — 
in a world of dilemma and terrible flux. Curiously, though, Frisch utilizes comic 
techniques to state his case. 


Ibsen, truly the first of the modern dramatists, Is a writer of prodigious range 


and depth. He endowed late 19th century drama with profound human signifi- 
cance, but his techniques dealt with the sober human emotions and Inner experi- 
ences. 


Gay, an early 18th century English poet and satirist, burlesqued Italian opera, 


then a fashionable craze. His other works also fall into the comic realm, at 
least for the most part. 


As one might expect, each of the three reflects the prevailing cultural and 


social winds of his day. 


Frisch, for example, wrote in Switzerland, a tiny land surrounded by mili- 


tary, social and economic giants. His thesis, therefore, concerns the middle- 
class man, and his response to the compressing external world. F. Theodore 


}or Sammy

NEW YORK (AP) — What makes Sammy Davis Jr. run? Keeping one show 


ahead, says the fiery little star. 


"If I cannot hope to advance a step in what I do on the stage," he says, 


"then I don't get anything out of it. You don't come to Broadway to get right." ' 


Davis arrived late last month at the Majestic Theater in "Golden Boy," a 


talent test he planned during his only previous main stem stand. 


And although he's under contract to the new exhibit for 2% years, his next 


stage move is already planned. 


"It's awfully easy and very comfortable," declares Sammy, "for a performer 


to sit in his little hole and say, 'Well, I'm making a million dollars a year, so 
I'm not going to let it bug me'. 


"Because finally that performer is going to find himself In the position of 


people not really caring any more and being unable to generate any excitement." 


He regards "Golden Boy" as "the culmination for me of what I can do in 


musical-with-drama. 


"There's no comparison between it and 'Mr. Wonderful.' I look back on that 


as a stepping stone toward something I wanted to get into. 


"When I come back to Broadway—if I'm ever allowed to—it won't be in an- 


other musical. It will be a dramatic part in a straight play." 


"Mr. Wonderful," a glorified song-and-dance act that ran up a year's run on 


Cloak, Lawrence professor of theater and drama, and director of "Biedermann," 
sees the play as representative of the indiffernce of people in the contempor- 
ary world — their non-involvement and their non-concern." 


Frisch's background doubtless spawned this approach, for as a young prac- 


ticing architect, he came into close contact with many municipal bureaucratic 
institutions and the conflict of art with the expediency of modern architecture. 
His dissatisfaction with Swiss sanity, eagerness for compromise and lack of 
imagination is graphically evident in not only "Biedermann," but in all of his 
plays. Furthermore, several extended foreign tours and visits seem to have 
heightened Frisch's feelings about isolationism and provincialism. 


Ibsen's concerns grew in much the same way. His Norwegian heritage en- 


veloped him in an age of fervent patriotism and romantic nationalism. His 
meager existence, his vigorous participation in local politics, and his experience 
with the pettiness and hypocrisy of small town society all caused an inner fer- 
ment that later was spewed forth in such plays as "Brand" and "Peer Gynt." 


Dramas of Remorse 


Always, though, Ibsen takes the serious tack — as opposed to Frisch's con- 


tinental "cabaret" humor. So deep is his feeling that his late plays are usually 
characterized as dramas of sheer remorse and suffering, portraying painful 
fruits of self-deception through his characters' empty, wrecked lives. 


Not so, however, with our last playwright, John Gay. The tone of his writing 


is inevitably comic or satiric. A hint about his success in the theater is given in 
a couplet applied to "The Beggar's Opera" shortly after it opened at Lincoln's 
Inn Fields in 1728 under director-producer John Rich; the opera, it was said, 
"made Gay rich and Rich gay." And Gay's richness and success were both ulti- 
mately dependent upon "The Beggar's Opera," for besides a few other little- 
known comedies, and a single Handelian libretto, he wrote not much more. 


Dramatic 


the strength of Sammy's box office pull despite critical scorn, made him "pretty 
wary" of main stem hazards. 


During the seven years between "Mr. Wonderful" and "Golden Boy," Davis 


branched out from being exclusively a night club performer to appear in 14 
motion pictures and do some acting on TV. 


The proposition for a musical adaptation of Clifford Odets' play about the 


rise of a slum boy to fistic fame was brought to him by producer Hillard Elkins. 
In the ensuing compact, Davis became owner of 23 per cent of the $450,000 
project. 


Thereafter, in ways totally unexpected, "Golden Boy" became a saga of tur- 


moil and travail. 


Odets died while the show was in an early stage of preparation, and as Davis 


looks back on the earliest script, "I was a colored boy saying an Italian boy's 
line with a situation that was good In 1937 but no longer applied." 


William Gibson, who attained eminence with "Two for the Seesaw" and "The 


Miracle Worker," was called in to do a new book, Arthur Penn took over as the 
director. As a result of their work, adjustment of the musical score became 
necessary. The Broadway premiere was delayed three times. 


Because of the complications, Sammy had to drop out of a film in which he 


was to have worked with Richard Burton "and Elizabeth Taylor. How did he 
bear up under the pressure and some skirmishes with laryngitis? 


"I've been in show business 35 years. Nothing, nothing can surprise me by 


a longshot. Sometimes I get provoked, but never surprised."

ment, |)ornp and majesty. 


Sophia Loren, one of the world's most glamorous women, and the ABC- 


Television Network team brings to American viewers the glory of Rome—her 
antiquities, her people and her charm at 9 p.m. Thursday, Nov. 12. 


The Rome you'll see on your screen is a personal city; it is a city which 


means much to Naples-horn Sophia. She has wanted to show the world her 
beloved city for many years. 


Her chance came via a series of phone calls from Norman Baer and Phil 


D'Anlom. 


A pair of enterprising and independent American television producers, they 


were responsible for TV's "Elizabeth Taylor in London." 


Says D'Antonl, "We wanted to do a big show on Rome. 


"Golfing the city was really no problem, but getting Sophia, we figured, 


would be one " 


Phil admits that for the first time in a long while he was wrong. It took a 


couple of calls and a trip to Madrid where Sophia was filming "The Fall of the 
Roman Empire." 


"Sophia did everything possible to make us feel at home," D'Antonl recalls. 


"During lunch with Sophia and Basilio Franchina, her adviser and writer on 


many of her films (and this television special), she began to weave a wondrous 
spell over Norman and myself. 


"Sophia has that way of really putting you completely at ease." 


According to Baer, the thing that persuaded Sophia to do the show was the 


assurance by the producers that it would be a personal thing. It would be re- 
laxed and she would be a part of the city, not merely a guide. 


Although there has been a television documentary, "The World of Sophia 


Loren," Sophia Loren in Rome is her first personal involvement with American 
television. 


"In this show," said Miss Loren, "I feel that I am actually communicating 


with the television audience. 


"Believe me, it is quite an enjoyable experience. 


Sophia Loren's guest on her tour of Rome for televiewers will be Marcello 


Mastroianni. Home screens will show Sophia's beloved city a* she knows it, at 9 
p.m. Thursday, Nov. 12, over ABC-TV. 


Beautiful Sophia Loicn zs in love with a city—and her sweetheart is Rome. 


Televiewers will see Rome through her eyes and with the aid of guest actor 
Marcello Mastroianni, in a one-hour special Thursday evening. 


"When I make movies," she said, "the camera is a kind of impersonal witness. 


"For our Rome show, I must in a sense, actually communicate with the 


camera. 


"The hardest thing was for me to get used to looking and talking Into the 


camera." 


"She may call it hard," said director Sheldon Reynolds, "but anyone who 


knows her or has worked with her could foretell it would end up being absolutely 
effortless. 


"And why not? The biggest thing we had going for us In this show was 


Sophia herself. 


"She is, in the purest definition, a pro. There's nothing that fazes her. 


Reynolds, who "works when I feel I want to work," took the Sophia Loren 


in Rome assignment for two reasons: 


"First," he said, "because Baer and D'Antonl offered me something every 


director wants—a free hand. 


"The second reason is perhaps the most important: Sophia Loren. It was a 


chance to work with a star who is also a pro." 


Unlike most actresses, Sophia Loren has had to overcome the "advantages" 


of beauty and one of the most publicized figures in the world to achieve recogni- 
tion as an international actress of stature. 


Born during a depression and brought up during World War II, as a child 


she was plain, skinny and, knowing she was unattractive, unhappy. 


By the end of the war, however, Miss Loren had developed into the beauty 


she is today. When she finally realized that she was lovely, she decided to in- 
dulge a childhood desire to act. 


As the first step, she entered a beauty contest in her native Naples. She won 


second place but. even more important, she gained personal confidence. 


With her mother she then went to Rome. Living in a small room, she made 


the rounds of the movie studios. 


Sophia became a popular model and earned enough to attend a dramatic 


school. Subsequently, she began appearing as a movie extra, which helped her 
morale, if not her pocketbook. 


She was astute enough and determined enough to try for any part, large or 


small, that was open. 


In 1952, Sophia finally got the part that started her to stardom. An Italian 


director was looking for someone new, beautiful, extremely shapely—and a good 
swimmer. 


On the first three requirements there was no problem. She bluffed her way 


through the swimming test, and got the role.

The days of the legendary strolling artist, who bartered his skill with the 


brush for a comfortable bed and nourishing meal, are recalled by the amazing 
career of former Fox Cities resident Arnold Didrickson. 


Didrickson, who lived in Neenah between 1949 and 1952, has supported him- 


self for the past four years as a quick-sketch artist, producing portraits of chil- 
dren for visitors at stores and shopping centers throughout the East and the 
Mid-west. 


Formerly employed by Marathon Corp. as a commercial artist, the affable 


Didrickson gave up his secure and comfortable position in 1960 because he felt 
"trapped." 


He purchased a 1948 limousine, had it fitted out with a bottle gas space 


heater, and furnished it as a "home on the road." Two years later he traded 
the Dodge for a travel wagon specifically designed as a "mobile bedroom." 


"I'm very comfortable," he declared when asked about the many nights he 


spends in his travel wagon, parked on a shopping center's lot. "I need my rest; 
I'm in the same bed every night, and it's quiet. I need at least nine hours a 
night to do this type of work." 


And work he does. Didrickson estimates that he travels some 25,000 miles 


annually, and has been watched at his work by one million people. 


He is capable of completing 10 sketches an hour, and has sketched as many 


as 100 persons in a single day. He has covered practically all of the Eastern 
half of the United Slates, and has worked as far west as the Dakotas and 
Nebraska. 


"It wasn't easy that first year," he recalled during a visit to the Post-Crescent 


office. "It wasn't easy to take a pad of paper and a couple of pencils and say 
you're going to make a living for a wife and five kids." 


But Didrickson's skill as an artist, combined with his astuteness as a busi- 


nessman, soon convinced his wife that he would continue to be a good provider. 
Of his five children, three are still living at the Didricksons' Wausau home. 


The artist's technique is deceptively simple: to divert the model with one 


hand, and to sketch him with the other. 


With his left hand he controls animated puppets attached to his easel. A 


monkey jumps about; a bird beats a drum with his tail; a duck bobs up and 
down, and a teddy bear swings. At the same time, Didrickson's right hand is 
making a firmly-outlined profile of the child's face with a 6B charcoal pencil. 


Using a stump of wadding, he completes the lips, then shades in the eye 


area with his fingers. He takes the pencil again to complete the eye, and adds 
finishing touches to the nose and mouth. The total elapsed time so far is three 
minutes. 


Finally, he employs the side of a larger stump to draw part of the hair. A

point dipped in chalk makes the ear, and the side of his little finger adds the 
child's bangs. 


The picture is completed. Four minutes have passed. 
Didrickson, 51. is a foimer member of the Neenah Rotary Club. While a* 


Marathon, he directed an all-male chorus known as the Maratones, and spent his 
Sunday mornings directing a choir of State Reformatory inmates under the 
auspices of Lutheran Welfare. 


He has been drawing and sketching since the age of four. Born in Green Bay, 


he spent two years as a student at the Art Institute of Chicago, and was a free- 
lance artist before joining Marathon.

Cycle* in Your Life 
By Darrell Huff W W Nor- 


ton & Co. $3 50. 


Ever have a day when everything goes wrong, 


when everything irritates you1' Or how about one in 
which everything is right, the sun shines on you all 
the time, and there seem to be no irritations' 


These, says author Huff, are the extremes in the 


human emotional cycle, just one of the circuitous m- 
fluences brought to bear daily on just about every- 
thing 


A wide variety of cycles, some true, some false, 


some whose \cracily is yet to be determined, are dis- 
cussed They range from population cycles of minor 
animals and insects to those of business, histoty and 
outer space. 


For the collector of statistics there are such items 


as the fact that the population of mice in central 
New York state goes up and down in a four-Near pat- 
tern, reaching a peak every presidential election year. 


Some valuable information is contained in chapters 


relating to emotional and efficiency cycles. 


One can determine his own emotional cycle—which 


should be about fi\e-\\eeks long—through use of a 
scale rating moods with numbers ranging from plus 
si\ for best moods, and minus six for periods of deep- 
est depression From these, charts are made to graphi- 
cally show the cycle. 


Huff sa\s some airlines and other firms \\hose em- 


ployes do dangerous tasks, are beginning to chart the 
emotional e\cles of employes and "ground" them dur- 
ing the low periods This may be a contributing factor 
in cutting accidents in any operation where human 
error can be a cause. 


Also discussed are daily efficiency cycles. It is 


generally accepted that some people are "night" peo- 
ple, while others works best during the early hours 
of the morning. 


Those who are unsure of their daily cycle can 


determine it by recording the body temperature thrice 
daily. This should vary regularly, with the highest 
readings coming nearest the peaks of efficiency. 


Many of the cycles Huff discusses may be acci- 


dental—pure coincidence—and he admits it. But there 
are scientists working to separate those from the real 
cycles, he says. 


Much personal insight and personal prediction, at 


any rate, can be gained from a knowledge of cycles 
and from this book.

An Englishman would probably call this book 


"comfortable." Miss Dane discusses Covent Garden, 
the market, literary, theatre and art section of Lon- 
don in a conversational and friendly manner of shar- 
ing a good part of her life with you. 


In addition to her personal reflections on a neigh- 


borhood, the author shares experiences of Covent 
Garden's three and a half centuries. Her comments 
make both historical and contemporary Covent Gar- 
den and Gardeners vital and personal. 


Miss Dane imparts the same life and character to 


all the people she discusses. Some of these persons 
are her close friends; others are characters from his- 
tory. All have lived in the same section. 


She talks of life in Covent Garden with clarity 


and vividness, reporting with the same vitality on 
the person of Claude Duval, a highwayman of the 
1660s, as she does upon the contemporary figures of 
the Market and the theatre. 


The Market also enjoys meeting any figure that it 
has seen on the stage or the films or the telly.

Who's coming tonight?" 


Once when Sybil Thorndike came peering along

going to Miss Dane's," and with that escorted her to 
my entry. 
"London Has a Garden" will be of interest to any- 


one who has an interest in travel, in theatre, in litera- 
ture, or in people. Covent Garden is the market of 
London. It is also a theatre, music, art and literary 
center. Most of the famous people of the arts in 
England have lived in Covent Garden since the mid- 
17th Century. Rumor is that Miss Dane's apartment 
was once the home (a century and a half ago) of the 
great English actor, Kean. 


The book contains stories, anecdotes and historical 


commentary about such varied figures of Covent Gar- 
den as Voltaire, John Gay, Kean, Sir John Gielgud, Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, Jane Austin, Rudolph Nureyev, 
Dame Mar got Fonteyn, Zeffirelli, Cesare Siepe, Ho- 
garth, Thomas Betterton, Samuel Pepys, and Clem- 
ence Dane herself. 


This is a delightful book, well worth the time 


needed to read it. In a mere 205 pages Miss Dane 
can whet an appetite which can then feed upon some 
of the related books she has listed in her bibliography.

Life of Jesus Is Re-Told in 
Lyrical Style by Robert Payne 


The Lord Jesus. By Robert Payne. Abelard-Schu- 


man $4 95. 


There have been many other fictional treatments 


of the life of Jesus, but few of them have been such 
an imaginative combination of graphic "presence" 
and a moving, lyrical style. 


Payne's story begins when Jesus is gathering his 


disciples. It follows the traditional narrative in many 
respects, but there are some variations, omissions, 
free interpretations and ingenious inventions which 
heighten the effect. 


To freshen the impact of an often-told story, the 


author has used devices both large and small—but 
still artistically legitimate Many of the names depart 
from traditional spellings—Meriam for Mary, Petros 
for Peter, Johanan for John the Baptist and Jona for 
John the disciple, for example. 


There are psychological devices as well. Such as 


an incident in which Jesus, abetted by his embattled 
disciples, is deeply moved by gaining possession of the 
severed head of John the Baptist; an interesting 
episode casting unusual light on the mental processes 
of Pontius, and an unconventional treatment of the 
final words from the Cross. 


The challenge of the story material would con- 


found many an author, but Payne has managed to 
convey the deep contrasts between Jesus' love and 
compassion and his despair and mortal suffering. 


The novel is written on a level above the style of 


terse simplicity, for there are many passages which 
demand a stronger effect. The culminating chapters 


on the trial, the scourging, the crucifixion and the 
resurrection have an electrically strong potential. 


Payne is the author of many fictional, biographical 


and general works of merit, so his craftsmanship 
qualifies him to undertake this difficult subject. 


A writer who possesses feeling, intelligence and an 


eloquence of expression has given us herewith a strik- 
ing, modern renewal of a hallowed story.

battered by the end of the story, but remains un- 
daunted to the last, going on to win a much coveted 
honor. 


The place is Scotland in the early 20th century. 


The story revolves around Laurence Carroll and cov- 
ers his youth and the trials of growing up. Enriched 
by his own childhood memories, the author provides 
an authentic background for his characters, creating 
a feeling of empathy for Laurie. Passed from hand to 
hand, seeking to know himself and his heritage, 
Laurie's life is influenced by a variety of relatives 
and neighbors who will hold the reader's interest. 


Miss Greville is a well-defined character who adds

Defensive Signals 
Help Newcomer to 
Play Intelligently 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


It Is a great day for the newcomer to bridge when 


he learns about defensive signals. Now he can defend 
intelligently instead of groping in the dark. 


The chief signal is the play of a higher card than 


necessary. This shows a wish to have the suit led. 


For example, suppose declarer starts to draw 


trumps and you have a chance to discard the nine of 
diamonds. This is almost surely a higher card than 
necessary, indicating that you want diamonds led. 
You should have a diamond trick or two that you 
want to take. 


The same sort of play may be made when you are 


following suit. For example, your partner leads the 
king of diamonds against a contract of four hearts. 
You follow suit with the nine of diamonds, almost 
surely a higher card than necessary. Perhaps you 
have Q-9-2 of diamonds and hope to take the first 
three tricks; perhaps you have only 9-2 of diamonds 
and hope to ruff the third diamond. In any case, you 
want diamonds continued. 


Our example has been the nine of diamonds be- 


cause a nine is almost surely a higher card than nec- 
essary. But sometimes you are dealt Q-3-2 instead of 
Q-9-2. If so, you must play tiie three and hope that 
your partner will guoss that you also have the deuce 
and that the three is therefore a higher card than 
necessary. 


Contrariwise, a high spot is not always means for 


encouragement. You might be dealt 9-8-7 and be ob- 
liged to play the seven for lack of any lower card. 
You must hope that your partner will guess that the 
seven is your lowest card. 


When you first learn to signal you tend to throw a 


high card to show every valuable card in your hand. 
This is sometimes unnecessary because your partner 
may be unable to get the lead; or he may have no 
choice when he does get the lead. 


Signalling may even be dangerous. Declarer may 


be watching your signals to find out where the high 
cards are. Your signal may help him more than your 
partner. 


When a player becomes good enough to watch hlJ 


opponents' signals it may come as a great shock to 
learn that the opponents are not under oath to tell 
the truth.

and won by the ace. Back came a spade to the nine, 
and West then shifted to a diamond. 


Declarer won in dummy with the king of diamonds 


and drew two rounds of trumps with the king and ace. 
South stopped to think when West discarded the 
deuce of clubs. 


It wasn't safe to draw the rest of the trumps, since 


then he could never develop and cash a club trick. 
He had to get his club trick before drawing trumps. 
South therefore led the jack of clubs. 


West played the three of clubs, and South thought 


about the significance of the deuce and then the three 
of clubs. Surely West was trying to say that he had 
nothing valuable in clubs. 


South let the jack of clubs ride for a finesse, los- 


Outdoors Wisconsin 
Hardwood Grove Is Favorite 
Habitat of the Fox Squirrel

Although gray squirrels are the most common and 


best-known of the tree squirrels found in Wisconsin, 
the fox squirrel is fairly common in some part of the 
state. This large squirrel is found in the southern 
two-thirds of the state, and occasionally in the upper 
third. In a few of the most northern counties, It Is 
rare or absent. 


The fa\orite hahitat of fox squirrels is a hardwood 


grove, especially an oak and hickory grove. These 
trees are common in the Fox River Valley, and that 
is why this squirrel is more common here than in most 
parts of the state. 


Occasionally gray squirrels \\ear rusty or yellow- 


ish patches about the face and haunches. Sometimes 
too the typical white underparts of a gray squirrel 
will be washed with buff or yellow. For this reason 
gray squirrels are sometimes mistaken for fox squir- 
rels. There are ways of telling the tuo apart, however. 


More Muscular 


Fox squirrels are a little larger, but this is not a 


good distinguishing mark. In general, they are more 
muscular and rangy in appearance. They are brown 
and tawny in color, instead of gray and tawny, as 
some gray squirrels are. Their fur is not as soft as 
the gray's, but has a more stiff and grizzled appear- 
ance. 


The best mark, according to some authorities. Is 


the yellowish-orange under side of the tail, which the 
gray squirrel doesn't have. Both utter coughing, chok- 
ing barks, but the fox squrrel's voice is more guttural 
than the gray's. 


The two squirrels are much alike in their food and 


nesting habits. 


Through the spring and summer months both feed 


on tree buds, seeds and fruits. In autumn both gather 
and store nuts in the ground for winter use. They do 
not hibernate, but in very bad weather may remain 
in the hollow tree or leafy tree nests for some time 
before venturing out to find their hidden stores. 


Fox squirrels mate in January and produce their 


young in April or May. There are one to six young 
in a litter, with an average of four. The eyes of the 
baby squirrels remain closed for about 32 days, and 
their ears for about 25 days. Females two years old 
or older may produce two litters a year, one in spring, 
and one in late summer. 


Suitable Grounds 


Although they are not as common in residential 


areas of cities as the gray squirrel, the fox squirrel 
is sometimes found on suitable home grounds. Occa- 
sionally I have seen one or two gathering acorns of 
the bur oak in our back yard. Mostly likely they live 
in nearby Woodlawn Cemetery, where the most com- 
mon broad-leaved trees are hickory and oak. 


If you would like to have them around your home, 


nuts and corn will attract them. Although in the 
wild they appear to be more timid than gray squir- 
rels, they can ebcome just as much of a pet as the 
gray species. 


They are good eating, and man with his gun and 


dog are among their enemies. Cats and hawks some- 
times capture the young squirrels in their nests, but 
owls are not counted as much of an enemy because 
fox squirrels are active only in the daytime.

All of 
these vocations would benefit from the pro- 
posed curricula Among males employed in 
the area, almost half are in skilled or semi- 
skilled positions. Herein lies the opportun- 
ity today for high school graduates who do 
not go on to college. 


This fall more than 2.000 qualified stu- 


dents had to be denied admission to the 
state vocational school system for lack of 
facilities. This is the only area of education 
in Wisconsin so penalized.

Slate statutes provide for the operation 


of area vocational schools

is for the present vocational school districts 
to be made identical with the general 
school district m which they operate.

advanced vocational courses, while the indi- 
vidual facilities would continue their pro- 
grams of adult education, basic vocational 
instruction and the high school cooperative 
progr/ms Certain of the schools could also 
speciali7C in certain courses, as Neenah and 
Menasha now do in practical nurse training

The need for increased facilities at the 


state's universities has been dramatically 
presented in recent years Rut what about 
the needs of the 50 per cent of high school 
graduates who do not go on to college? 


This need has been recognized at the 


national level in the financial aid which has 
been made available for vocational and 
technical instruction The State of Wiscon- 
sin has adopted the necessary legislation 
to structure such education on an area 
basis and makes additional financial assist- 
ance available 


The Fox Cities should take advantage of 


the situation and decide that it will provide 
thr quality and quantity of technical and 
\ocational education which our high school 
giaduates and our industries so badly need.

Stillwater is built on the sides of the steep hills on the 


west bank of the St. Croix. We put the car in first gear 
and climbed up Olive Street to the house in which I was 
born, past grandmother's old home and out to Aunt Lois' 
place. She is the last survivor of my parents' generation 
in our family, the last bridge between their generation 
and ours. It does one good to reestablish that link, to 
relive in her memories the era when my mother went as 
a bride to live in Ely, Minn., before returning to civiliza- 
tion at Stillwater.

water and nearby Minneapolis, where we visited No. 1 son, 
now on the editorial staff of the Minneapolis Tribune.

Its industries are diversified, 


and almost without exception, 
have or are in the process of 
expanding plant space. The com- 
munity, instead of being home 
to workmen employed in nearby 
cities, provides jobs for residents 
of its bigger neighbors. 


Labor Demand 


Approximately 2,000 jobs are 


provided by industry alone. Not 
included in the employment role 
are professional people, sales- 
men, shop keepers, municipal 
and service company employes. 
Its factory employment potential 
is greater than the community's 
total population of only a decade 
a^o when it had 1,831 inhabi- 
tants. 


The p o p u l a t i o n has now 


swelled to 2,863, an increase of 
more than 50 per cent, but has 
not kept pace with the job op- 
portunities. Many are filled by 
communters from surrounding 
communities, including Manito- 


woc, Sheboygan and Fond du 
Lac. 


Pacesetter is the revitalized 


Lauson Engine Co., which at its 
peak production employs 
some 


1,300 persons. 


Leader 


Lauson Engines, since being 


taken over by Tecurnseh Pro- 
ducts Inc., in 1956, has boomed 
into one of the nation's leading 
producers of small internal com- 
bustion gasoline engines. 


At the outset the firm spe- 


cialized in smaller 
engines, 


mostly under four 
horsepower, 


but now has added for produc- 
tion of larger engines. It now 
encompasses a floor space of 
more than 250,000 square feet for 
the production of engines which 
vary from 2% to 10 horsepower. 
The engines are used basically 
for lawn and gardening portable 
equipment and are distributed 
throughout the free world. 


Originally founded by. John 


Lauson before the turn of the 
century to manufacture steam 
engines, the firm was sold in 
1941 to Hart-Carter and to Te- 
chumseh in 1956. 


As a result of the Lauson 


plant a warehouse for the Pio- 
neer Corporation, headquartered 
in Cedarburg was built here to 
service the engine company with 
containers.

Too Many Kibitzers Under Foot

The ambassador, as the chief 


representative of his govern- 
ment abroad, has become the 
harassed American, struggling 
with the twin hazards of Wash- 
ington planning and absentee 
management, and with almost 
as many kibitzers and crusad- 
ers underfoot as there are at an 
evangelist rally.

In London gives shelter to 44 
separate agencies of the federal 
government. They waved mega- 
phones like coxswains at a Hen- 
ley regatta, and they have 44 
pipelines carrying their clamor 
back to Washington, where the 
result is rarely mistaken for the 
voice of America.

In Mogadiscio houses over three 
score 
propagandists, handout 


specialists, Peace Corps volun- 
teers, Pentagon attaches, and 
CIA agents, all ostensibly help- 
ing the ambassador wreak pood 
on the bewildered Somali tribes- 
men.

took 'testimony from the secre- 
tary of state and his ranking 
assistants, and from ten Ameri- 
can ambassadors, with service 
all the way from Rio de Janeiro 
to Moscow, and from Vienna to 
the Congo. 


Distilling from hundreds of 


pa^es of testimony the essence 
of the ambassadorial problem, 
the 
subcommittee 
concludes 


that no profession' in the world 
is as much a prey to deep think- 
ers, backseat drivers and do- 
gooders as that of diplomacy, 
and that if American chiefs of 
mission are to survive the min- 
istrations of these amateurs and 
volunteers, 
they 
must 
have 


authority commensurate with 
the 
responsibilities they

expected to discharge. The solu- 
tion is as simple as that, but it 
is possible of realization unless

to control the mechanics of the 
CIA activities in his country. 
The ambassador should, howev- 
er, be fully aware of the objec- 
tives of those operations, and 
apprised of the value of the 
assets it is proposed to risk to 
attain them. And if the hazard 
seems 
in 
the 
ambassador's 


judgment to outweigh the pos- 
sible gain, he should be in a 
position to veto the operation.

The ambassador also needs 


more effective support in the 
Department of State—what the 
report calls 
"a 
strong rear 


echelon 
at 
headquarters"—so 


that when an important issue is 
raised by an envoy, fast action 
can be taken on it in Washing- 
ton, and a suitable reply cabled 
back to the ambassador before 
the matter has died on the 
bureaucratic vine, or withered 
on the dessicated stalk of a 
missed opportunity. 


More Bunnies 


This could be accomplished 


by increasing the stature of the 
Country Desk Officer, thus pro- 
viding each ambassador with a 
more stalwart working counter- 
part in the Department of State. 
Maybe so, but to expand the 
existing 
departmental 
rabbit 


warden to accommodate 100 
additional souped-up bunnies, 
each serving as the opposite 
number 
of 
an 
ambassador 


abroad, and each lustily thump- 
ing the Foggy Bottom terrain, 
might contribute still further to 
the personnel "layering" that 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
cited in his testimony, without 
significantly improving an am- 
bassador's liaison with Wash- 
ington. 


It 
would 
be 
simpler 
to 


strengthen the five geographic 
bureaus of the Department of 
State in which the Country Desk 
Officers operate, and to raise 
the rank of the five assistant 
secretaries of state who head 
those bureaus, so that the offi- 
cials who are responsible for the 
substantive aspects of foreign 
operations can clearly outvote 
the othei areas of the State 
Department, where much of the 
bureaucratic delay now takes 
place. 


Finally, national policy begins 


at home, and no ambassador 
can be effective if he is kept 
guessing about the intentions 
and objectives of the govern- 
ment he serves. Here the diffi- 
culty is identified as the "fre- 
quent failure of Washington to 
provide

approved policy line, and to 
give the reasons behind its ac- 
tion — or inaction."

building the company has re- 
mained the same size although 
the production capacity thanks 
to automation has increased sub- 
stantially.

canning operations in the state. 
It also is one of only 
four 


plants in Wisconsin which park

is the only 


plant in the Easl Central area. 


Each year the production of 


the plant remains 
somewhat 


stable, depending a great deal 
on weather conditions. An aver- 
age year will see about 130,000 
cases of peas, 40,000 cases of 
lima beans and 25.000 cases of 
apples come oul of the plant. 


The canning firm owns or 


leases only about 30-40 per cent 
of the land used in raising the 
raw product for canning Each 
year they have about 1,200 acres 
of peas and 450 acres of lima 
beans 


Employment at thr plant, year 


around, 'remains at about 20 
wilh a peak part time employ- 
ment figure during the haivust 
season reaching about 125. 


Mink Ranch 


Associated Fur Farms Inc., 


started in 192fi by A.L. and Paul 
Langenfeld. were one of the 
early producers of mink and 
were the first in Calumet Coun- 
ty. At one time they were the 
largest producers in the world. 


Now specializing in mutation 


furs in the 24 standard colors 
plus pastel colors, the animal 
herd has been cut down from 
40.000 to 25,000 but 
still 
re- 


mains one of the largest muta- 
tion raches in the state. 


In addition to the fur farms 


the Langenfeld's have started 
the Silver Moon Foods Inc., fur- 
nishing fresh mink food to about 
75 mink farmers in the area. 


Depies Big H Feeds 
and 


Hatchery, producer of Big H 
feeds and a hatcher of Honegger 
chickens during the last 
five 


years has increased production 
capacity by about 150 per cent. 


The present plant, built in 


1957. blends all feeds according 
to Honneggor recipes for use on 
faims which encompass a three 
county area. 


A franchise acquired one year 


apo from Honegper allows the 
Depies company to hatch and 
market from 100,000 to 200,000 
chickens a year under the Hon- 
egger brand name. 


One of the newer industries in 


New Holstein is Kestell Furni- 
ture Co., maker of game tables, 
including pool and poker tables, 
and recreation room 
furniture. 


The firm is the nation's largest 
in the manufacture of poker 
tables, turning out about 25,000 
each year. 


Three years ago the firm ex- 


panded from a plant with 6,000 
square feet of production space 
to a more modern plant with 
more than 20,000 
square feet. 


The old plant is being reac- 


tivated on a experimental basis 
with plans being formulated to 
expand the new facilities for the 
pool tnble line 


Started in 1947 by a contractor 


who could not keep his carpen- 
ters 
busy during the winter 


months the firm grew so rapidly 
that carpenter work had to be 
dropped to give full time to fur- 
niture building At present the 
firm employs about 40 persons 
from New Holstein and the im- 
mediate surrounding area.

Tables Unlimited, was started in 
1958. and now turns out between 
800 and 900 pool tables a year.

stein Industry is Dolmar. a plas- 
tics extrusions plant and a sub- 
sidiary of Northland Plastics, 
Sheboygan. 


The manufacturer of plastic 


bowling ball returns, gaskets, in- 
serts, fillers, lids, plastic straps

moved to New Holstein one year 
ago. 


Capable of processing 
2,000 


pounds of raw plastic material 
a day, the plant will be expand- 
ed by one third next month with 
the installation of a third heat 
plastic former. 


The Peoples State Bank locat- 


ed in New Holstein, probably re- 
flects the industrial growth bet- 
ter than anything else. Within 
the last 10 years the assets of 
the hank have increased from 
just about $2 million to an anti- 
cipated $14 million for this year.

From the Hilltops, CATV Sparks Controversy Along

of community antenna televi-

States has spawned an argu- 
ment that is rocking the nation's 
television industry. 


The central issue is whether 


the Federal 
Communications 


Commission should be armed 
with authority to step in and 
control this muscular young 
giant. 


From Hillt 


For the uninitiated, a commu- 


nity antenna is a master anten- 
na, usually located on a moun- 
tain top or other high ground, 
used to pluck television pro- 
grams out of the air. These 
programs are then fed by wirt 
into the homes of those sub- 
icribing to the system's service 
at a monthly cost that may 
range from $2.50 to $6.50. 


This type of service camt 


rolling down out of the hills of 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Oregon in 


1949 and 1950, largely as a 
means of piping television into 
areas that could not otherwise 
receive a usable signal. 


No one seems to question such 


operations. 


But, say the opponents, the 


community antenna or CATV 
systems, didn't stop there. They 
were soon spreading into the 
hearts of cities already sup- 
porting one or more television 
stations, or hoping to support 
one soon. 


This competition — which can 


offer subscribers a much great- 
er number of programs and 
channels — comes from inves- 
tors not subject to licensing by 
the 
Federal 
Communications 


Act. Only a local franchise is 
required. 


Cuf Sales 


With 
an 
estimated 
15,000 


homes being added to CATV 
systems each month, distress 
signals are beginning to fly in 
some parts of the television 
industry. 


Morton Leslie, acting chair- 


man of the Television Accessory 
Manufacturers Institute, 
esti- 


mates CATV systems have re- 
duced sales of home antennas 
about 15 per cent. The institute 
wants the CATV systems 
put 


under strict federal licensing 
procedures. 


Some 
regular 
television 


broadcasters not holding simul- 
taneous investments in CATV 
systems also favor regulation 
because the systems are giving 
them 
fierce competition 
for 


audiences. 


License Bill 


But the National Community 


Television Association, speaking 
for the CATV systems, is for a 
minimum of control, and that 
only on a case-by-case basis. 


All this has not gone unno- 


ticed. A bill to bring CATV un- 
der FCC licensing requirements 
recently failed by one vote in 
the United States Senate and 
more attempts to push such 
legislation through are expect- 
ed. 


FCC Chairman E. 
William 


Henry has called for legislation 
to bring all wired television 


under federal control and so 
have some other FCC members. 


They say they fear the future 


of localized television may be 
involved, with its local news, 
local talent, airing of local is- 
sues, and local advertising as a 
normal part of a daily program 
offerings. 


In rebuttal, the CATV people ' 


can muster a number of argu- 
ments. They point out they can 
pick up a great many more , 
signals and transmit them to 
home television screens with " 
greater clarity than might oth- 
erwise be possible. 


Persons who want to discon- 


tinue the service can do so at 
any time, they say. And closed- 
circuit programming of local 
events can be provided at no 
extra cost, with local businesses 
sponsoring the programs. 


There is revenue for the local 


community involved, too. Tht 
CATV lines can be attached to 
local telephone and power com- 
pany poles. A rental fee is paid 
for this. The license fee for th« 
right to operate in a community 
can consist of a percentage of 
the CATV system's gross reve- 
nue.
